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Butchers benefit from horsemeat scandal 


LOCAL butchers are cashing in as consumer confi¬ 
dence in supermarket-sold processed meat hits rock 
bottom. 

Several family butchers in the area are reporting a spike in 
sales following the horsemeat-contaminated beef scandal 
which has rocked the meat processing industry. 

Bridport butcher Richard Balson - who runs Britain’s old- 
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est family-run business RJ Balson and Son - believes cus¬ 
tomers are turning to independent butchers as they know they 
can be trusted. 

He said: “What’s been going on with the horsemeat con¬ 
tamination is absolutely disgusting and people are feeling a 
bit miffed [with supermarkets]. When people come to us they 
know what they’re getting. We know the people who supply 
our meat, know them by name. 

“We have complete traceability. When we get some beef 
we know the farm it came from, how old it was, what it was 
fed, what it had for breakfast, everything. 

“All these ready meals, they’re made in Poland or some¬ 
where like that, you don’t know what’s in them. I think this 
is making people start cooking their own meals again, which 
can only be a good thing.” 

As bosses of the ‘big five’ supermarkets - Tesco, Sains- 
burys, Asda, Co-op and Morrisons - meet with ministers, one 
Bridport butcher insists the crisis cannot be fixed with cos¬ 
metic attempts to restore confidence. 

Phillip Frampton - who has been a butcher at Frampton’s 
of Bridport for three decades and has run it for the past 20 
years - does not believe supermarkets can be trusted to reg¬ 
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ulate themselves. He said: “While I sympathise with some of 
the people affected by the phone hacking scandal, this crisis 
is much bigger. 

“Hardly anyone was affected by phone hacking - almost 
everyone is affected by this. Yet there was a huge public in¬ 
quiry [into standards of journalism] but nothing on this. 

“The FSA are calling on the supermarkets to test them¬ 
selves, but you cannot trust them to do this effectively. They 
claim their meat is as good as ours, only cheaper, but it’s not. 
How can they produce meat as cheap as they do? They claim 
it’s loss-leaders, but it’s not. 

“Supermarkets tell us there’s not a problem with contami¬ 
nation any more. That’s just rubbish. 

“If you buy meat here - or at any of the Bridport butchers 
- you can expect staff to know exactly where the meat has 
come from. We personally know the producers. It’s nothing 
new, it’s just how family butchers work.” 

Stuart Jury of SJ Norman butchers in Bradpole said that 
some of the customers coming into his shop were doing so for 
the first time. 

He said: “We’ve definitely seen new faces since all this 
started. When you come here not only can you trust the pro¬ 
duce but you can ask for exactly what you need - whether 
that be 12 ounces of mince or a single leg of chicken.” 

Nick Tett opened a butchers in Beaminster four years ago. 
He said: “People have lost all trust in supermarkets. We’ve 
seen more people buying mince and diced products because 



they know it can be trusted. 

“You can see it’s all here and nothing has been added. At 
the end of the day, quality comes first and people are re¬ 
sponding to that.” 

Morrisons has also reported a boost in nationwide sales at 
its fresh meat counter citing an “unprecedented number” of 
customers asking butchers for advice. 

The rise follows an advertising campaign promoting its 
meat, fish and bakery counters but is set against a trend which 
saw the supermarket’s sales decline in 2012. 
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IN March 2011, young architectural consultant 
Jim Larcombe decided to go it alone and set up 
his own business. 

Despite doing so in the middle of a recession, 
his Lyme Regis-based company, named Jim Lar¬ 
combe Architectural Consultant, has gone from 
strength to strength and he has just opened a 
new office having previously worked from home. 

Jim, 22, was born and bred in Lyme Regis, at¬ 
tending the Woodroffe School before gaining an 
ONC and HNC in Building Studies at Exeter Col¬ 
lege. 


• WHY did you decide to set up your own business? 

The idea of setting up my own business has always ap¬ 
pealed to me and, with plenty of local contacts through 
Lyme Regis Football Club and friends of the family, I 
gradually started picking up private work. People 
thought I was mad setting up a business in the middle 
of a recession but I always had plenty of support and it 
has certainly paid off. To date, I have taken on over 120 
projects in slightly under two years. I currently have 
freelance help from an RIBA registered architect, a cou¬ 
ple of architectural technicians and some office help - 
business is booming! 

• WHAT services do you offer? 

The architectural services that we offer include meas¬ 
ured surveys, which are used primarily to help with the 
design stage, carrying out surveys for Land Registry 
plans, a full design package which can include a 3D 
model of the proposal along with freehand concept 
sketches and 2D drawings as necessary for planning ap¬ 
plications. We will take on any size planning application 
anywhere in the country. We also provide a full set of 
Building Regulation drawings and offer a site supervi¬ 
sion service. 

• WHAT job are you most proud of to date? 

I have recently gained planning permission for an ultra 
contemporary project in Lyme Regis, in a cul-de-saq of 
traditional 1970s bungalows. The client knew it was not 
going to be a straightforward application and gave me 
a year to obtain planning permission but the applica¬ 
tion was turned around in just two and a half months. 
This has given me the encouragement to take on more 
ambitious projects. 

• WHAT would your ideal architectural job be? 

I would love to get my hands on a new housing estate 
and design some contemporary new builds rather than 
your traditional pitched roof, uninspiring new builds 
that are so common these days. We are so fortunate to 
be in an area with fantastic countryside and coastal 
views that need to be maximised. 

• HOW do you hope to expand your business in the 



future? 

Within the next five years I am hoping to open another 
office, not far from Lyme Regis, and try to maximise the 
current workflow. This will not only establish the busi¬ 
ness outside of Lyme Regis but also provide more jobs 
for local people, which is something I am all for. 

• TELL us about the Upkyme school project you're 
involved in... 
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I have been quite fortunate to help Mrs Ethelston's Pri¬ 
mary School in Uplyme try to obtain planning permis¬ 
sion for a new school. I approached a team of 
volunteers in May 2011 with a view to help in whatever 
capacity. It was early days of being self-employed and I 
wanted to try and integrate myself into projects going 
on in the local area. I was later appointed along with 
three other consultants to assist the school on an out¬ 
line planning application, which was successful. The 
school had been trying to obtain permission on this site 
for around 25 years and to be part of a team that helped 
to achieve this gave me great satisfaction. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

I have a great passion for the town and it gives me great 
pleasure to have an office in Lyme and I'm fortunate to 
still be able to live here. I love the fact that you are no 
more than a 10-minute walk to the seafront, although 
the walk back up the hill isn’t so enjoyable! 

• WHAT would you add to the area if you could? 
The town is crying out for low-cost housing. It is ex¬ 
tremely hard to be able to work in the town and afford 
to buy a house here. I am willing to help any potential 
developers who would be interested in trying to pro¬ 
vide this option to first-time buyers. Also, having 
moved into my new office three weeks ago in Church 
Street and seeing near miss after near miss right outside 
my window, it would be nice to see a one-way system 
put in place, or traffic lights to be installed further up 
the road towards the London Inn. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I'm a member of Lyme Regis Football Club and it is 
something that I am only too happy to help out with in 
whatever way possible. I have been involved with the 
club since I was four years old. If you haven't been up 
there, I strongly recommend giving it a try. I was fortu¬ 
nate to be able to help out when it came to building 
new changing facilities and I designed the extension. 
Granted, the building isn't the most aesthetically pleas¬ 
ing in the world now but it provides the additional 
space required. It's something the whole club should 
be very proud of. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Obviously I would build my own house, it's a dream that 
I hope comes true one day. I would also invest in new 
premises for the business and attempt to create as 
many new jobs within the town as possible. I would 
make sure that the football club was financially sound 
and would donate money to both Cancer Research UK 
and the British Heart Foundation.

INAUGURAL DORSET POLICE & CRIME PANEL 
MEETING SCREENED LIVE ON THE INTERNET 


DORSET’S first ever 
Police and Crime Panel 
(PCP) broke new ground 
by broadcasting the 
meeting live over the in¬ 
ternet - the first time the 
county has taken the step. 

The video webcast tri¬ 
alled technology aimed at 
widening access to public 
meetings. 

Dorset County Council 
put the cost of the web¬ 
cast at £2,500, paid for 
out of a Home Office 
grant covering the run¬ 
ning costs of the PCP. 

It is not yet known how 
many viewers tuned in to 
the meeting but DCC re¬ 
ported that the webpage 
recorded 660 live hits and 
408 hits after the event. 

However an online sat¬ 
isfaction poll held di¬ 
rectly after the webcast 
apparently attracted votes 
from just 34 people. 

Of the 34 viewers who 
voted after the meeting, 
32 said they would watch 
future webcasts. 

The footage was cap¬ 
tured using multiple cam¬ 
eras and a live editing 
system which cut be¬ 
tween speakers, while a 
text box next to the video 
named who was speaking 
at each point. 

Jonathan Mair, head of 
DCC legal and demo¬ 
cratic services, described 
the technology as a “step 
forward.” 

He said: “In a county as 
large as Dorset not every¬ 
one can get along to 
council meetings, so this 
technology is a step for¬ 
ward in helping people 
understand how the 
council makes decisions. 

“When we have the full 
picture of how many peo¬ 
ple viewed our webcast 
we will be able to con¬ 
sider whether it is worth 
investing in permanent 
webcasting equipment.” 

He added: “Many coun¬ 
cils around the country 
already webcast their key 
committee and full coun¬ 
cil meetings. 

“This gives local people 
the opportunity to hear 
the discussions between 
councillors about issues 
which affect residents.”

Austerity measures continue to 
squeeze county council finances 


SAVINGS of £19.5 million have 
been approved by members of 
Dorset County Council for 2013/14, 
as the authority’s finances continue 
to be squeezed. 

The council agreed its budget for 
the next financial year last week, 
which also included a council tax 
freeze for the third year in a row. 

In his annual budget speech, coun¬ 
cil leader Angus Campbell said that 
although substantial savings had al¬ 
ready been made, there was still a 
great deal more to find: “Here in 
Dorset we have continued with our 
own Meeting Future Challenges pro¬ 
gramme which has delivered £43 
million in savings over the last two 
years and seen a reduction of 525 
full-time equivalent posts. 

“However, there is a great deal 
more to save, as we must find at least 
£90 million by 2015/16.” 

And with continuing cuts from cen¬ 
tral government, and ‘increasing fi¬ 
nancial austerity,’ Cllr Campbell said 
the authority was going to have to 
find new ways to help balance the 
books, particularly in adult social 
care. 

He said: “Demand on services for 
the elderly and people with disabili¬ 
ties continues to grow, and is re¬ 
flected in the increasing pressure on 
the council’s community care 
budget. 

“Taking a more ‘commercial’ ap¬ 
proach to some services and offering 
community groups to mn others may 
help preserve them, but it will not 
produce significant financial savings. 

“We must, therefore, look for 


changes in the way we deliver serv¬ 
ices - both as commissioner and 
provider - with greater emphasis on 
facilitating self-help and independ¬ 
ence.” 

The council will look to make sav¬ 
ings through further joined up work¬ 
ing with organisations, such as the 
NHS, which includes plans to pro¬ 
vide more short-term residential care 
placements, so that older people are 
given a chance to return to their own 
homes. There are also plans to help 
people with learning disabilities live 
more independently through sup¬ 
ported accommodation, rather than 
living in residential homes. 

A total of £5.6 million of the 
2013/14 savings had already been 
identified through the existing Meet¬ 
ing Future Challenges programme, 
which includes reducing the size of 
the council’s property estate. 

A sum of £3 million has also been 
saved from the council’s central 
budgets - largely by reducing inter¬ 
est costs. 

Other areas where savings will be 
made include support to schools, 
passenger transport, museums, road 
safety and children’s services. 

Cllr Campbell stressed, however, 
that the council’s priorities were still 
to ‘protect vulnerable people, sup¬ 
port communities and grow the local 
economy’. 

In his speech, Cllr Campbell also 
paid tribute to the dedication of 
council staff, particularly in these ex¬ 
traordinary times. He said: “As num¬ 
bers fall and work increases, the 
pressures on our staff multiply and 


yet they still step up to the plate and 
get on with the task. Without that 
kind of dedication, the public would 
find our capacity to deliver the essen¬ 
tial services they rely on severely di¬ 
minished.” 

At the end of the meeting, the 
council leader revealed that he would 
not be standing for the upcoming 
Dorset County Council election in 
May. 

Cllr Campbell first joined the 
county council in 1989 for four 
years. He was re-elected in 2001 and 
became leader of the authority in 
2006. 

He said: “I have been tremendously 
privileged to be able to serve the peo¬ 
ple of Dorset. I do not believe that 
one should clog up these positions 
permanently, even if one is able to. 

“Both in politics and business the 
organisation benefits from move¬ 
ment in the ranks.” 

Cllr Campbell said that a particular 
privilege for him was chairing the 
Dorset Olympic Board leading up to, 
and during, the 2012 Games in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

He said: “This was a splendid 
demonstration of partnership work¬ 
ing across all the public bodies in¬ 
volved, including the thousands of 
local people who participated. It was 
a tremendous success for Dorset in 
which all should feel great pride. 

“I believe that Dorset County 
Council is a magnificent organisation 
with its values centred on public 
service. It has proved tremendously 
resilient in the most difficult of times 
and I shall miss it greatly.”

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Local government cabinet 
saps democracy from us all 


■ WDDC Councillor Andy Can¬ 
ning's statement on councillors 
in a cabinet system of local gov¬ 
ernment being 'all just voting 
fodder' is serious for all West 
Dorset residents. 

Under it, the ruling party leader 
chooses the councillors he 
wants, currently all from his own 
party, for the executive. 

He can effectively increase the 
power of the Executive and re¬ 
duce the degree of debate all 
elected councillors can have to¬ 
gether. 

This reduces the influence non¬ 
executive committee councillors 
can make before final proposals 
come to full council meetings for 
ratification. 

This drains away a potentially 
rich vein of democratic input, in¬ 
cluding from the ruling party it¬ 
self. 

Statistically, it leads to more 
risky decision-making... e.g. a 
seven-person executive was in¬ 
volved in the failure of proper 
democracy over the decision to 
place new offices on top of 


Charles St South car park. 

Forty-eight voices in full com¬ 
prehensive debate - instead of 
seven in a piece-meal way - at an 
early stage would have increased 
the chances of a wiser decision 
being taken. 

But when the seven don't re¬ 
flect the will of the electorate 
roughly proportionately, there's 
a clear rift from the democratic 
will. 

Just 156 residents of the 16,000 
people in Dorchester voted for 
the new offices in the official 
Dorchester town poll. 

Moreover it was a decision 
steered along by a seven-person 
executive, none of whom lived in 
Dorchester, and despite the 
town council voting unani¬ 
mously against. 

The worst aspect was that criti¬ 
cal information on constraint on 
car parking remained unknown 
by councillors (i.e. the fact that - 
as the offices went up - the 485 
promised new replacement car¬ 
park spaces wouldn't be avail¬ 
able for over another three years, 


after a shopping development 
was completed). 

This didn't appear in any Com¬ 
munity Link edition, nor any 
agenda or minutes of the coun¬ 
cil, being tucked-away on the in¬ 
ternet in a couple of sentences 
on page 30 of a 60 page report, 
of which virtually all councillors 
remained unaware, as did all re¬ 
tailers and public. 

When this information was ex¬ 
posed generally, councillors had 
no time to stop the building any¬ 
way. 

Moreover individual members 
of the executive at that time still 
refuse all invitations to discuss 
this issue in public. 

WDDC's cabinet government is 
democratically dangerous. Ti¬ 
tanic House will sadly remain a 
permanent reminder of its dan¬ 
ger. And an inspiration to drive 
for proper democracy.

Support for councillor's 
mayoral secret ballot plans 


■ I HEARTILY applaud Cllr Gillian Summers'coura¬ 
geous attempt, backed by Cllr David Tett, to 
change the voting system for Bridport's mayoral 
election from a public show of hands to a secret 
ballot. 

She is absolutely right to suggest that secret bal¬ 
lots allow participants to vote freely in accordance 
with their own true personal opinions, rather than 
feel intimidated or pressured into slavishly follow¬ 
ing a party-political line. 

Clearly, theirs was a principled stance on voting 
reform, in no way guided by narrow self-interest. 

Happily, both councillors are in a strong position 
to continue advocating this very principle. Both 
serve on West Dorset District Council; indeed, Cllr 
Summers is its incumbent chairman. 

WDDC's full council consists of 48 members, 
elected to represent their constituents' interests: 48 
dedicated, articulate, conscientious, thoughtful in¬ 
dividuals, each having their own voice, their own 
values and their own personal views. 

Full council, which meets five times a year, also 


has a tradition of voting by a public show of hands. 

Thirty-two of those individuals - all belonging to 
the same political group - typically vote in a solid 
bloc on issue after issue, at meeting after meeting, 
in effect rubber-stamping the executive commit¬ 
tee's "recommendations," apparently without the 
need for any public discussion or debate. 

I had naively assumed that such perfect consen¬ 
sus was achieved either by sheer coincidence or by 
extra-sensory perception, for no-one ever admits 
to pre-determination. 

But it might actually be the show-of-hands sys¬ 
tem that is stifling debate and guaranteeing the 
rigid conformity. 

So I now look forward to Cllrs Summers and Tett 
actively pursuing their campaign for secret ballots, 
this time at WDDC, if only to save so many of its 
elected representatives from being regarded by 
the public as little more than a set of nodding dogs. 
Oh yes!

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John Sergeant visits country's oldest 

family business 


JOURNALIST John Sargeant became a 
butcher’s apprentice when he visited 
Bridport on Monday. 

The BBC One Show reporter was vis¬ 
iting local butcher RJ Balson & Son in 
West Allington, following the discovery 
during a Financial Times survey in Oc¬ 
tober of last year that they are not only 
Britain’s oldest family butchers but in¬ 
deed Britain’s oldest family business 
still trading by some 60 years. 

Sargeant spent the morning looking at 
all aspects of butchery with Richard 
Balson, a direct descendent of John Bal¬ 
son who began trading as a butcher in 
1535 from a market shambles in South 
Street, and his brother-in-law Rudi

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Boulay. 

The BBC’s former Chief Political Cor¬ 
respondent, who became famous in re¬ 
tirement through his appearance on 
Strictly Come Dancing, donned a white 
coat, apron and hat and interviewed 
them both whilst carrying out small 
butchery tasks including jointing up an 
oxtail. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
View from, Richard said: “The visit was 
sparked by the fact that the FT survey 


claims we are actually the oldest family 
business trading in Britain. 

“John’s a lovely man. He was not only 
very interested in our story, but had 
many tales of his own and was very easy 
to work with. 

“We talked about many things includ¬ 
ing his career and all the people he has 
met through his job as well as his time 
on ‘Strictly’. 

“I suggested to him that having met 
The Queen, Nelson Mandela and a num¬ 
ber of British Prime Ministers that meet¬ 
ing me must have completed the set for 
him!”

WELCOME to the world in miniature - 
a dedicated team of enthusiasts who 
seem possessed with infinite patience 
and dexterity to create a world a fraction 
of its real size.

Toolstation Premier div -att 131 
BRIDPORT produced another bat¬ 
tling display on a muddy St Mary's 
Field to share the points with Buck- 
land Athletic on Saturday. 

Jamie Symes put the hosts ahead 
within a minute of the restart with 
his first goal since returning to 
Bridport on loan. 

But as the Bees tired in the heavy 
ground, Buckland's strong finish in 
the last quarter of the match was 
rewarded with an equaliser on 76 
minutes.
